for airmail postage to be prepaid for 
each flight. However this postage 
will be affixed by the company, with- 
out additional charge.

stamps for the flight to Guam, at 
Guam the necessary postage for the 
return flight will be affixed and the 
covers postmarked. After the flight 
has been completed, covers will be 
stamped and deposited in some Post 
Office for dispatch to their final des- 
tination.

Although we usually leave precan- 
cels to our fellow columnists we are 
broadcasting at this time a request 
for some information concerning the 
value of a 4c rose brown No. 280 
which is precancelled “Chicago 4-1, 
Ill.” and is unecatalogued, 5-1 being 
listed at $1. 

This information is for Daniel N. 
Humphrey who also has a 2c 1908 
type imperforate and unwatermarked. 
Look again, Mr. Humphrey. Often 
only a small portion of the water- 
mark appears on a given stamp. 

Mr. Humphrey had the good for- 
tune to receive, recently, a letter 
which bore no stamp to speed it on- 
ward. The good fortune is that he 
was not charged postage due. This 
is not of any special value as far as 
we can determine. 

Mr. Fred L. Smith shows us a post- 
card from Fremont, Ohio which bears 
a 8c Stuart of a light violet shade. 
It looks as though it had been chemi- 
cally treated as the stamp is badly 
wrinkled and thinned. Just in case 
it is the real thing, collectors in Fre- 
mont and vicinity might check post 
office stock. 

We are constantly receiving stamps 
of the 1, 2, & 3c denomination show- 
ing part of the frame line of the 
adjoining stamp and with no perfora- 
tions between. This is not a pair of 
stamps, imperforate, between, but is 
one stamp from a booklet pane which 
has not been accurately cut between 
the panes. 

Mr. D. Edward Taylor asks for 
some information which we are look- 
ing up. He also asks if No. 631, the 
1%c rotary press imperforate, is “an- 
other Farley’s Folly”. In a sense, it 
is. But the reason they appeared is 
different. Unlike Farley’s Follies, 631 
was not passed around to a few se- 
lected favorites, under cover, who 
could not fail to realize the potential 
value of the stamps they were ac- 
cepting. 631 was printed on the order 
of one of the private mailing machine 
companies which wished to cut up the 
sheets for the purpose of making their 
own coils—just the same reason all 
the earlier imperforates were issued. 
However, the fact that the panes on 
rotary press stamps are separated by 
wide spaces made them impractical 
for the mailing machine company’s 
use so the stamps were returned and 
placed on sale at the Agency. 

_ If, someone had not made a mistake 
in filling the order with rotary press 








imperforates instead of flat plate No. 
576 this variety would not have ap- 
peared. But even if the company had 
used the stamps, they would also have 
been placed on sale at the Agency as 
were 575-6 and 7.

field-Perry ticket was nominated and 
then left to the members to pick from 
that the result which was in this in- 
stance quite one sided, would have 
been more equally divided.

CONVENTION Editor Fennel, 
REGISTRATIONS _ states that the

was 260. He remarks that he be- 
lieves that there were between 400 and 
500 A. P. S. members in Washington 
at that time but that the $5.00 regis- 
tration fee kept many of them from 
registering. 

This is a matter that should be 
eliminated by the parent organiza- 
tion. The matter of Convention Com- 
mittees in different cities, planning 
conventions and raising cash for en- 
tertainment etc. is one that needs 
frank and open discussion. 

To those who are old time conven- 
tion attendants it would be a simple 
matter to plan an ideal convention 
program at small cost. 

We suggest the following for any 
group of collectors who have a stamp 
convention to entertain. 

Have a display of stamps by your 
local members. Have a bourse which 
is open at all hours except while the 
sessions of the convention are open. 
Have plenty of large rooms where 
groups of collectors can get together 
and fraternize in the way that he men 
do. If possible provide all this under 
one hotel roof and omit the sight- 
seeing trips and tours. Collectors 
go to conventions to see stamps, 
talk stamps, trade stamps and to 
meet other collectors with whom 
they have become acquainted thru 
correspondence and otherwise. 

Omit any expensive program which 
costs a lot of money and must be 
paid for by the dealers. Make bourse 
tables either free or at very small 
cost to legitimate dealer members 
only and allow others to swap and 
trade anywhere in the hotel that they 
can find a vacant spot on the floor. 

Make the registration fee only high 
enough to cover the cost of the ban- 
quet and if the boys do not want to 
come to the banquet register them 
for 25 or 50c or maybe a dollar, but 
eliminate the calls for big money 
which is uncalled for. Nobody wants 
what you give them for the registra- 
tion fee and you simply throw cold 
water on the whole shebang by such 
tactics. 

Several years ago when the S. P. A. 
meeting was held in Columbus, the

United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


Little America 3c 


This stamp really did kick up a furor in philatelic 
as well as other circles. According to the story, Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd was about to start on his second 
trip to the south polar regions. During a visit to 
President Roosevelt the latter asked him to be sure 
to send him a cover from Little America for his col- 
lection. That started the idea of philatelic mail from 
the South Pole and the raising of additional needed 
funds for the expedition by providing mail facilities 
and the issue of a special stamp. 


The President instructed the Postmaster General 
to prepare a 3c stamp showing the various Byrd flights 
both to the north and south polar regions, and the 
public was startled by the announcement that such a 
stamp was being designed, that it would be in blue, 
contrary to postal regulations, that it would only be 
put on sale at the Agency, and that the cost of covers 
from Little America would be 53c, 3c for the stamp 
and 50c for the Byrd Expedition, and finally, that 
the stamp would not be good for ordinary mail 
purposes. 


An enthusiastic howl went up from collectors who 
wished to use the stamps on their general mail. They 
called attention to the fact that the stamp as officially 
described carried the words “U. S. Postage,’’ and the 
restriction was hastily withdrawn, but the sale was 
still contined to the Agency. 


The stamp is a beautiful and very attractive one, 
but so far as its prime reason for existence is concerned 
it was a disappointing failure. ‘The mail was long 
delayed, some of it was wrongly dated, and the can- 
cellation used has no distinctive markings whatever, 


The 3c—Byrd Expedition—appeared on October 9, 
1933, in bright blue, no wmk., perf. 11 and from flat 
plates, but perforated on all sides. Plates used were 
Nos. 21167 to 21170, and there are but four tiny 
minor varieties. 

Following the foolish precedent established by issu- 
ing the small imperf. sheets of the Century of Progress 
stamps, this one was also reissued in imperf. sheets of 
6 for the National Stamp Exhibition in New York, 
February 10-18, 1934. 

The latest official figures give 11,300,800 of the 
perforated stamps and 4,380,000 of the imperforates.

2nd a special flight was made from La Paz 
to New York, via Panagra, and for that event 
some seven values amounting to a total of 
105,000 stamps were overprinted with a special 
inscription, but when the stamps were to be 
handed to the Post Office it was discovered 
that two sheets of the 1.60B and 3.80B were 
missing. This shortage caused the immediate 
withdrawal of the enfire issue and we under- 
stand that the whole of the remaining stamps 
were destroyed. As the flight was for a fixed 
day and postponement was impossible, the 
President of the Republic, with a leading phil- 
atelist, ordered a special postmark to be made, 
which was used on the covers flown.

TRANSJORDANIA—Certain values of the 
1930 set were printed from a “retouched” die 
of the 1927 issue and no doubt when same is 
called to Scott’s attention, will be so noted in 
their catalogs. The values thus affected are 
the 2, 5, 10, 15 and 20 mils. In the original 
die, used for the 1927 issue, the shading on 
the forehead and left cheek is weak, and 
there is practically none at all on the right 
cheek, the lower lip is broken at the right 
and there is a white gap descending into the 
beard. In the re-touched die of the 1930 issue, 
the shading on the forward and left cheek is 
strengthened and shading has been added to 
the right cheek. On the’ 10m. and 20m. the 
beard has been redrawn at right to cover the 
break in the lip and partially fill the gap. 

For the Im. (Scott’s #196) there was again 
a new die. The forehead is not quite so 
heavily shaded as on the re-touched die; left 
cheek and under the left eye very heavily 
shaded. Moustache and beard entirely re- 
drawn, line on right removed.
